ORDER

Twin Buttes School District #37 appealed a decision of an awarding official of the
Department of the Interior’s Bureau of Indian Education regarding deferred revenue deficits
under a federal financial assistance grant.  After the appeal was filed, the parties worked
together to resolve disagreements.  They ultimately agreed that the agency would retract the
originally-issued bill of collection and reissue a bill of collection in a greatly reduced amount,
and the school district would repay that amount.  The parties have now asked the Board to
dismiss the appeal with prejudice to its reinstatement.
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Accordingly, the appeal is DISMISSED WITH PREJUDICE.
